out io the quarter called Gibdli, fitaated towards the mid- 
dle of the harboor, which’ a high North wind extended to fuch 
a degree, as to baffle, for fonie time, .the'efforts made-to fup- 
preis it. This conflagration, the greatelt perhaps that ever hap- 
pened, continued “during fixty-two hours, without intermiflion, 
with fuch fury, that on¢ of the largeft palaces, the habitation 
of the Aga of the Janiffaries difappeared in: lefs than ren-mt- 
nutes. ‘The flamts pfoceeded from {ea 16 fea, and burned even 
the interior of the Seven Towers, at the oppofite extremity of, 
the city. In this direction the fire raged three miles in length, 
through the richeft'and beft inhabited ftreets, on a front fome- 
times a mile broad, and fometimes lefs, according to the irre- 
gular hilly fication of the city. In fome places ir extended in 
different direétions, fo that at one time there appeared no lefs 
than eleven diltin& conflagrations, moft of which ceafed only 
at the fea-fide, after confumning the very wharfs. It is impof- 
fible to eftimate the Toffes of all kinds occafioned by this cala- 
mity ; but it is certain, that numbers of people perifhed in the 
flames, and that many were driven by them into the ‘fea, and 
unfortunately drowned. Previous to thefe fad difafters with 
which this unfortunate city has been lately vifited, it was fup- 


pofed to contain leventy thoufand houfes, of which ‘it is belie- . 


ved about two fifths nuw lie in ruins. Te is more eafy to con- 
ceive than defcribe the fcene of diftrefs which a city in this la- 
mentable firuation muft ‘exhibit, with, pothaps, two hundred 
thoufand unprovided inhabitants. The Grand Signior, and all
